TROOPERS CHARGED 
CROWD OF STRIKERS 


Many Persons Are Wounded 
in a Labor Riot at 
Erie, Pa. 


Erie, Pa., August 23.—Rioting in 
connection with the strike of iron 
molders broke out afresh tonight and 
as a result a state policeman was 
wounded, three men are in the hospi- 
tal and a score of injured have been 
taken to their homes. 

The streets were crowded and many 
people assembled near the Labor Tem- 
ple where the union men were discus- 
sing the question of ordering a gen- 
eral strike which would involve 8,000 
men, — 

As the non-union workmen filed out 
Of the plants it is alleged they were 
met by union workers and foreigners, 
The Butler troop of the state con- 
Stabulary which was sent here to 


prevent rioting, responded to the riot 
call. It is said the commander's or- 
ders to disperse were ignored, and 
that the troopers rode into the 
throng. The crowd resisted and a 
number of persons were injured. 
Captain L. G. Adams, of the state 


constabulary, late tonight, it is under- 
stood, wired to Harrisburg, asking for 
more state police. 

The executive committee 
Central Labor Union, late tonight ap- 
pointed a committee to draft a reso- 
lution calling for a general strike. 
This resolution is ‘to be presented to 
the union mass meeting to be held 
Sunday afetrnoon. 

The First Battle. 


The first battle last night occurred at 
the boarding house of Edward Stafer, 


one of the detectives. He had been ac-: 


tive on other occasions, it was said, and 
when his place of abode was discover- 
ed a mob stormed the house and al- 
most beat him to death before he was 
rescued by the police and taken toa 
hospital, where he was thought to be 
dving. 

This spark fired the situation and 
from that hour until daybreak the 
fighting coninued in many localities. 
The small police force was hurried to 
one battle ground only to be recalled 
to another, where the prospect for 
danger to life and property seemed 
even -greater. Twenty-five or more 
arrests were made and the men were 
worn out. 

The authorities finally decided to 
appeal to Governor Tener at Harris- 
burg and troops D, of Butler, and A, 
of Greensburg, were ordered from 
barracks at once. They were hur- 
ried here by special train. 

The molders in a number of union 
plants struck last December and the 
strike-has been continued with bit- 
terness ever since, threats, it is al- 
leged, having been made to burn the 
city. 

Bitter Feeling Aroused. 

The appearance of troopers, whose 
coming Was unheralded, was bitterly 
resented by the unfon leaders, who 
declared they would continue the 
strike. President George A. Cook, of 
the Central Labor union, conferred 
with the executive committee and at 
noon the announcement was made 
that a strike of all union men in the 
city would be called® tomorrow or 
Monday, the exact hour to be decided 
at a meeting to be held tonight. 
Should this plan be carried out it w 1! 
increase the number of idle workmen 
in Erie by approximately 7,000. 

Further plans for continuing the 
strike wil] .be perfected at a mass 
meeting of all union workmen in the 


city tomorrow afternoon.

HE magnificent structure erected by the George A. 

Fuller Company of New York, under contract for 
the Fulton Properties Company, and known as 
the Ponce de Leon Apartments, was completed 
in Auqust and wil! open for occupation by its 
tenants on Septembder 1, 1913. 

It is located cn the southeast corner of 
Peachtree street and Ponce de Leon avenue, 
Atlanta, Ga., at the intersection of the two resi- 
dence thoroughfares whicn are probabiy more 
famous throughout the United States for their 
striking beauty than any boulevard of any city In 
the western hemisphere, with the possible ex- 
ception of Fifth avenue, New York. 

The site of the building is at the apex of 
Peachtree ridge, tne highest aititude in the City of Atianta, and 
from the roof garden an extended view of the: entire city and 
the surrounding country may be obtained, bringing Stone 
Mountain, on the east, and Kennesaw Mountain, and the foot- 
hills of the Blue Ridge, on the north, in easy view of the observer. 

The raillion dollar Georgian Terrace Hotel occupies the 
opposite corner, also facing Ponce de Leon Square, which marks 
the boundary line between the path of commercial industry 
and the palatial residences which have made this section of 
Atlanta famous throughout the world. 


The Building 

The building, which was planned by W. L. Stoddart, of New 
York, was designed to afford all the privacy, security, comfort 
and luxury that can be obtained in the most modern and ex- 
pensive homes, at the same time eliminating those objectionable 
details that are necessary attendants upon the_ individual 
householder. 

it was the aim of the owners in building the Ponce de Leon 
Apartments to provide, in Atianta’s choicest location, an apart- 
ment house so planned as to provide not only the maximum of 
light, sunshine and ventilation, but aiso an arrangement of 
rooms, and facilities for operation and service to afford every 
advantage of a luxurious private residence and to restrict its 
occupancy to desirable tenants of known respectability and 
standing. 

The design of the building is Italian Renaissance. Its con- 
struction embraces every desirable imprcevement known to 
modern mechanics and architecture and the interior as well as 
the exterior of the building reflect equal credit upon the genius 
of the architect and the skill of the contractors in charge of 
its erection, 

The building contains eleven stories in addition to the base- 
ment and the roof garden, and is of steel construction, abso- 
jutely fireproof and soundproof, its practical immunity from 
destruction by fire being recognized by its insurance rating 
under a nominal! classification of the lowest rate enjoyed by any 
similar building in the Southern States. 


The Detail 

The entrance hail is in keeping with the genenal elegance 
and style which characterizes the building throughout. its 
design is dignified in character and striking in effect, being 
finished in Caen stone and Formosa marble, with floor of 
marble mosaic. 

Two passenger elevators of ample capacity and handsome 
design, finished in Circassian walnut, are reached through the 
main entrance ‘hall, supplying each apartment floor, and the 
roof garden which crowns the structure. A gervice elevator is 
reached through the rear entrance of the building, supplying 
service to each floor. 

The first floor contains the office and private telephone 
exchange, ladies’ rest room, gentiemen’s cloak room, public hall 
and foyer and a commodious cafe, which is one of the features 
of the buildina. 

The visitors’ gailery, located on the cecond floor, affords a 
fine view of the public hali and foyer, and is reached by direct 
stairway and by two passenger elevators. The second floor 
also contains two housekeeping suites and four bachelor suites, 
which, with slight modifications, are typical. 


Housekeeping Suites 

The floors from the third to the ninth floors, inclusive, are 
typical in design, affording two separate housekeeping suites 
and four bachelor suites, the latter being capable of separate 
use or aS a combination suite of two, three or four rooms with 
independent baths. 

Housekeeping suites A contain nine rooms, including three 
bedrooms, sleeping porch, dressing room, hall, foyer, living 
room, dining room, kitcnen, pantry and servants’ room, and is 
equipped with three baths, ten closets, one lavatory and two 
balconies. 

Suite B consists of ten rooms, and includes four bedrooms, 
sleeping porch, foyer, living room, dining room, pantry, kitchen, 
servants’ room, three baths, ten closets and two balconies. 

Under an admirable arrangement. the kitchens of each suite 
are entirely disconnected from the remainder of the building, so 
as to make objectionable odors and similar disagreeable features 
absolutely impossible. 

A feature of equally obvious advartage is found in the pri- 
vate passage pervading each househeeping suite, making direct 
access possible from kitchen or pantry to the foyer or apart- 
ment entrance without ihe necessity of passing through the 
dining room, living room or any other apartment, 

The private passage immediately adjoins the spacious light 
court, insuring absolute privacy and preventing a view from 
any one apartment into the windows or doors of another.

The Ponce 
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These housekeeping suites are admirably adapted to enter- 
taining, as the bedrooms are entirely separate and distinct from 
all the living apartments, although so arranged as to be easy 
of access to one another or to the foyer or living room. 


The kitchens, which are commodious and conveniently ar- 
ranged, with ample light and ventilation, immediately connect 
with the servants’ room, which is equipped with a private bath, 
closet and spacious balcony. 

The service elevator and independent staircase immediately 
adjoin the kitchens, which are equipped with separate entrance 
to the service hail, shut off from the main portion of the build- 
ing, and each apartment is supplied with a patent garbage 
receptacie, recessed in the service Fall, 

The kitchens, pantries and servants’ rooms are supplied with 
hot and cold water and with every convenience for easy and 
sanitary attention to domestic detail. | 

Mechanical refrigeration of the most modern and approved 
type Is supplied direct to kitchen and pantry with modern me- 
chanical refrigerators of ample capacity, durable construction 
and handsome finish, of which each housekeeping suite contains 
two, one in the pantry and another in the kitchen, making it 
possible to protect food and supplies from contaminating odors 
and obviating ali the inconvenience, expense and annoyance 
incident to ice refrigeration. 

The pantries are also equipped with sinks and cupboards, 
and are so arranged as to afford direct and cross-ventilation. 

Special attention has been given to the arrangement of the 
dining rooms, which are striking in design, affording immediate 
access to the pantry on one side and from the living room, as 
well as from the private passage, on the other. Wide observa- 
tion windows afford al! the light and air that could be desired, 
and the juxtaposition of the doors and windows affords constant 
and direct ventilation between the light court and the exterior 
atmosphere. 

The living rooms are designed to afford the substantial com- 
fort of a private residence and are free from the conventional 
appearance too often found in hotels and apartment buildings. 

The adjoining foyer is so constructed as to afford oppor- 
tunity to transact business matters or interview temporary 
callers without disturbing other members of the family, or 
guests, who may occupy the living room or other apartments 
of the suite, or it may be, at will, thrown en suite with the 
living room and dining room, making ideal salons for entertaining. 

A!l bedrooms are commodious, light and airy, each house- 
keeping suite being provided with a combination wal! safe for 
the temporary protection of jeweiry and other valuables, and 
each room having immediate and direct access to a private bath. 

The bath rooms are furnished with the most modern and 
luxurious fixtures and appliances, and are finished in the most 
refined style with white tiled floors and wainscoting. 

The front balcony attached to each housekeeping suite Is 
unique in apartment buildings, and is peculiarly adapted to the 
demands of the southern climate. A magnificent view from 
Ponce de Leon Square is commanded by the occupants, who 
may enjoy the breezy coolness of the afternoon shade with per- 
fect privacy. The side balconies are primarily designed for 
sleeping porches, but may be readily adapted for use as conserv- 
atories, winter gardens or sun-baths at the will of the tenant. 

The servants’ balconies allow opportunity for the discharge 
of culinary duties in the comfortable environment of the outside 
atmosphere, and, in providing domestics with a comfort not 
ordinarily obtainable in apartments, will materially aid in 
solving the servant problem. 

Each housekeeping suite has direct accees to two passenger 
elevators and one service elevator as well as to the main marble 
Staircase in front and the steel service stairway in the rear and 
a mail chute on each floor permits the posting of mail at all 
hours, at the tenant's door. 

Tenants are relieved from the annoyance of all such prob- 
lems as garbage removal, as the janitor of the building gives 
personal attention to such details, frequently removing, at stated 
intervals, the accumulations which are temporarily accommo- 
dated in patent, odorless, recessed receptacles. 

Individual storage rooms are provided in the basement, free 
of charge, for the use of tenants of housekeeping suites in stor- 
ing unused articles of furniture, trunks, etc., these storage com- 
partments being conveniertly located with reference to the 
aliey turnway and to the service elevator. 

Reference to the printed plans of the typical floors illustrate 
the purpose of the architect to provide the occupants of the 
housekeeping suites with every comfort, convenience and luxury 
incident to the arrangement of the most modern and palatial 
residences and a continued study of the plans will constantly 
disclose new and striking effects and advantages in the dispo- 
sition of the various anartments. 


Bacheler Apartments 

Each floor contains a limited number of apartments which 
are not provided with hcusekeeping facilities, and which are 
intended for occupancy by tenants who desire to avoid the care 
and responsibilities of complete housekeeping, and. who may 
desire to take their meals in the excellent cafe provided for the 
purpose on the first floor of the building. 

Such apartments are arranged to be occupied singly or 
en suite, and are so admirably planned as to enabie the tenant 
to take one or more rooms, with or without baths, at will. so 
that it is possible for a suite to consist of one, two, three or four 
rooms, with one bath for the suite, or with a bath communi- 
cating into cach room. 

On the fioors from the second to the ninth, inclusive, these 
bachelor suites occupy the most desirable space and location in 
the building, fronting directly on Ponce de Leon Square, com- 
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manding an unsurpassed view and affording constant and de- 
lightful breezes. Two passenger elevators and the broad en- 
trance of the marble staircase immediately face the entrance 
to each of these apartments, and the receptacie of the 
mail chute on each floor is just at hand. 

The tenth and eleventh floors are devoted exclusively to 
bachelor apartments, and the rooms and hails are so arranged as 
to permit the formation of convenient suites composed of two or 
more rooms, either with or without baths, living rooms or private 
dining rooms. 

The altitude of these apartments renders them much in 
demand, as the building is absolutely fireproof and is served by 
fast moving elevators, and as their altitude lifts them above the 
strata of dust and smoke which may be found existing to a 
greater or less extent in every municipal atmosphere. 

These rooms offer inviting opportunity for separate smal! 
families or bachelors engaging individual bedrooms and baths, 
to unite in maintaining joint living rooms. Special cafe arrange- 
ments may be made for the regular or occasional service of 
meals to private dining rooms attached to these suites. 


Special Features 

The roof garden which crowns the entire structure was de- 
signed not only for ornament, but for use, comfort and pleasure 
as well. It is the purpose of the owners of the building to pro- 
vide in the roof garden an acceptable substitute for the famous 
yard gardens of southern homes, and the summer months will 
doubtless find the Ponce de Leon roof garden the rendezvous of 
Atiarta’s social circle. 

The buiiding is supplied throughout with vacuum cleaning 
process operated from a compression plant in the basement, and 
eliminating from the building the germ-laden dust which follows 
in the wake of the obsolete broom and duster. 

immense ventilating fans, also operated by the machinery in 
the basement, and on the roof through chutes extending from 
the basement to the roof, keep every part of the building sup- 
plied with fresh currents of ever-changing, wholesome air. 

The building is screened throughout with the finest quality 
of copper fly screening, with metal rims, and copper weather 
strips protect each window against storms. 

Each room is equipped with the best quality of Holland 
shades of uniform type and color, and electric fixtures are sup- 
plied to each apartment, at the expense of the building. 


Extra Service 

The basement contains a modern sanitary laundry, equipped 
with porcelain tubs, piped for hot and cold water and for steam, 
each individual equipment being separated by woven wire screen 
partitions, preventing the confusion of property. 

The laundry is aiso equipped with a patent steam drier, with 
individual compartments, protected by lock and key, for each 
tenant. 

A nominal charge will be made for the use of this service, 
the charge being merely intended to cover the actual cost of the 
service, including hot and cold water, steam and electricity. 

An ice-making machine is installed in the basement of the 
building, and for those tenants desiring the service, cracked ice 
will be delivered daily in quantities desired, at the nominal cost 
of furnishing the service. 

Many of the living rooms of the building are piped for gas 
logs, which may, when desired, be supplied and maintained by 
the tenants, 

A limited number of rooms will be furnished to guilt the 
wishes and taste of tenants desiring furnished rooms, and a small 
charge will be added to cover the expense incident to this addi- 
tional service. 

Maid service will also be provided for those tenants who do 
not desire to incur the expense and annoyance of maintaining 
personal servants, the cost of this extra service depending upon 
the hours for which the service is engaged. 


The Cafe 

Perhaps the most attractive feature of the entire building Is 
the commodious cafe located on the east side of the first floor, 
specially constructed to afford the maximum of light and ventila- 
tion, equipped with the most attractive outfit that can be sup- 
plied, and especially designed to produce upon the eye the restful 
impressions of simple elegance and quiet comfort. 

Everything suggesting the conventional discomfort of the 
hotel dining room has been studiously eliminated, the purpose of 
the owners being to afford to the patrons of the cafe not only the 
menu but the atmosphere enjoyed by those who “live at home,” 
This cafe is conducted for the benefit of tenants of the building, 
on which account the rate for monthly meals has been fixed at 
a minimum price only sufficient to cover the actual cost of the 
service, which is exclusively table d’hote. 

A private dining room has been provided in connection with 
the cafe, in order that dinner parties and similar entertainments 
may be given, by patrons of the cafe, in the atmosphere of 
privacy necessary to the success of such functions. 

The cafe is operated by Mrs. Ella Wright Wilcox, who was 
placed in charge of this department by the owners on account 
of the eminent reputation she has justly acquired in the pre- 
vious conduct of similar enterprises, on a smaller scale. 


The reputation of Mrs. Wilcox affords sufficient guarantee 


that the cafe will maintain at all times the highest standard of 
excellence, in thorough harmony with the type and quality of 
every department and appointment of the building, which has 
been pronounced the finest and most complete apartment house 
of the size in the world. 
The Management 

No feature of construction, equipment or decoration has 
been accorded greater care by the owners than the management 
of the building. 


Mr. R. L. Swett, for many years chief engineer of the 
Georgian Terrace Hotel, and whose entire experience has been 
cevoted to similar work, is superintendent of the building. 

His office is conveniently located on the first floor, and he 
will be at all times accessible to tenants, as his residence 
apartments are located within the building. He will appreciate 
prompt and explicit complaints of any nature. 

The greatest care has been exercised in the selection of 
every employee whose duties require contact with tenants and 
their guests, and every effort has been made to provide the 
building with every modern facility essential tg the complete 


and perfect home. 


The Tenants 


While the arrangement of the apartments on each floor in- 
sures absolute privacy to the household of every tenant, the 
management has exercised a commendable conservatism in 
passing on applications for space. 

No publicity can properly be given to the names of the 
tenants who already occupy apartments in the building, but the 
list, which will be open to inspection, demonstrates the high 
standard of patronage the Ponce de Leon has already acquired 
and which it will maintain.

ON NEGRO VILLAGE 


Crowd in Mitchell Blows Up 
Store and Fires a House 
While Rifles Bark. 


Moultrie, Ga., August 23.—(Special.) 
From Mitchell county come tidings of 
the destruction with dynamite of the 
negro Village of Greenough by a crowd 
of infurlated white men. 

Trouble first occurred between 
Bradley brothers, the negro proprie- 
tors of the leading store cf Greenough, 
and John Davis and wrother, two young 
white men of the community, and 
grew out of the failure of one of the 
Bradleys to return some money that 
had been advanced him. 

John Davis was assaulted by one 
of the. Bradleys and knocked sense- 
less with a piece cf scantling.

At night a mob of white men as- 
sembled in the community and armed 
with dynamite and such artillery as 
was available visited the negro vil- 
lage, planted the dynamite under the 
Bradleys’ store and blew it into atoms, 
set fire to other stores, fired into the 
negro residence sections and received 
return fire from armed negrces for a 
time. 

The shooting seems tv have been in- 
effective, as no deaths are reported. 
Fear of a further outbreak has been 
felt by the non-combatants of the 
community, but the officers now ap- 
pear to have the matter in hand. The 
Bradleys are still at large.

FOR GEORGIA FARMS 


Hughes Arranges for the Un- 
derground System to 
Be Tried.

Washington, August 23.-—(Special.) 
Representative Dudley M. Hughes, 


who is planning irrizwating cotton 
farms in Georgia, has been particu-

The First Tomatoes. 


‘From The Indianapolis News.) 

Ten years ago the late United States 
Senator David Turpie published a little 
book. “Sketches of My Own Times. 
which contains much that Is interestiny 
concerning Indiana in its earlier days. 
Looking through this book the other 
day the following account of the in- 
troduction of the tomato along the 
Wabash in the early thirties appeared: 
“The flat boatmen brought home (from 
New Orleans) with their earnings 
specimens of southern products, dry 
twigs and leaves of the evergreen oak, 
Spanish moss, joints of the sugar cane 
and stalks of the cotton plant, with 
the boll and blossom. One of the river 
sailors had brought home with him 
some seeds of the tomato. He gave 
a few of them to his acquaintances 
fn the settlement. They were planted 
and grew thriftily. We had one or 
two plants in the garden. The fruit 
was beautiful to look at, but it was 
only for ornament. No one 
thought of eating or cooking them. 
This old flat boatsman planted a large 
bed of tomatoes, gathered them as 
they ripened, cooked and at then. 
In fact, he was very fond of them. [J]te 
told us the almost incredible tale that 
the negroes in the south ate them raw 
and seemed to thrive on them; that 
the white folk cooked them as he 44.

At this juncture knowledge of a rob- 
bery of a bicycle shop, owned by Tom 
came to hand. As Russell 

admitted that the pistols 
in his keeping by his 
cousin, Will Kirkland, it then became 
evident that Will had also robbed the 
bicycle shop and had used the bicycle 
to make his getaway.

Developments Come Fast. 

Also on the busy Saturday, when 
developments were coming thick and 
fast, it was determined that Tom 
Kirkland, a brother of Will, had 
ceived some of the goods from both 
places, Jonesboro and Griffin, since 
Will had now confessed to the rob- 
bery of the Jonesboro store. 

It was known that Tom Kirkland 
lived in the second district of Pike 
county with a relative, George Bar- 
row, who happened to be a bailiff in 
that very district. On this same 
Saturday it so happened that Barrow 
came to Griffin accompanied by 
Kirkland. As the Spalding 
and Griffin authorities did not know 
Tom by sight, and Knowing that he 
is related to Barrow, they gave Bar- 
row the tip that Tom was wanted in 
connection with the triple robbery 
and asked his assistance in 
Tom. 

Barrow gave no Antination.§ that 
Tom had come to town with him and 
was in town: at that moment, 
kept mum and hung around till mid- 
night, when he 
Pike county. 

On the way home Barrow tipped off 
Tom and at 2 
the two went to the home of a negro, 
Cephas Matthews, and engaged him 
to go and hide all the stolen plunder 
they had in hand. 

Sheriff Goes to Pike. 

Sunday morning Sheriff Hutson, ac- 
companied by J. B. Mills and J. 
Hammond, went in auto to Barrow’'s 
home in Pike, as they had become 
aware of Tom’ge presence in Griffin 
the night before. 

Barrow, learning thelr mission, ad- 
mitted that Tom had been at his 
home, but had gone two hours before. 
However, he assured them he was 
waiting an opportunity to assist the 
Spalding county authorities. He sug- 
gested that Sheriff Hutson leave with 
him the warrant and that he make 
the arrest on Tom’s return. Again he 
suggested that he be allowed to go in 
search of Tom.

horsepower of current. 

In order not to obstruct 
on the river the power company h 
built a lock which ts to be the prup- 
erty of the United States government 
It has the same width as the Pan- 
ama canal locks and a lift one-third 
higher than any one lock on the isth- 
mus. 

The power house is 
mile long and contains thirty of 
largest turbines ever built 

The lake above the dam has an area 
of 100 square miles and its water 
kept at a constant level by the 
eration of gates in the dam.

The Stripling Mystery. 

But by far the most dramatic page 
in Georgia's court annals is that which 
deals with the famous Stripling case— 
another Jekyl and Hyde affair. 

Thomas Edgar Stripling was con- 
victed of murder and sentenced to life 
imprisonment in 1898 for the murder of 
W. J. Cornett in Harris county, Ga. 

Stripling escaped from jail, went to 
Danville, Va., where he lived under the 
name of R. E. Morris. There he rese 
in the public esteem, and was made 
chief of police. Then his Nemesis ap- 
peared in the person of one who rec- 
ognized him as the Stripling of Geor- 
gia who had escaped from serving a 
life term. 

Stripling was brought back to Geor- 
gia in 1911, and though people by the 
hundred signed his applicaton fer Ppar- 
don, he was sent back to serve his 
lifetime sentence, and is today im- 
prisoned.

It was inevitable that Senator Tillman’s 
speech in the United States senate attack- 
ing woman suffrage would provoke a 
lent controversy. With almost the 
of the old Tillman, and in the language typ- 
ical of his fiery type of “pitchfork oratory,” 
always interesting though oftentimes brutal. 
he excoriated the equal suffrage movement. 

Senator Tillman makes a good defense, 
it must be admitted, of Dr. Alfred Taylor 
Bledsoe’s article on “The Mission of Wom.- 
an” published in 1871 when the south was 
in the throes of reconstruction. 

“At the thought of 
and especially of the south, entering this 
monstrous and filthy arena of politics, Dr. 
Bledsoe’s chivalrous, spirit re- 
coiled with horror,” said Mr. Tillman. “In 
sadness, not in anger, he saw, or thought 
he saw, northern women surrendering their 
divinity and high privileges for mere 
human rights, and as an honest man 
he firmly but kindly spoke his sentiments.”

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One of the most remaskable -nysteries 
of history is the identity of Kaspar Houser, 
a German youth. During the early part of 
the last century alk Europe seemed to be 
excited over this strange boy, trying to 
solve the question as to who he was and 
the mystery surrounding his death. Andrew 
Lang, who made a study of European mys- 
teries, took the view that “possibly Kas- 
per was a sort of ‘ambulatory automatis,’ 
an instance of a phenomenon, known by 
other cases to students of psychical abnor- 
malities, of which the characteristics are 
a mania for straying away and the per- 
sistence of delusions as to identity.” He 
inclines to regard Kaspar as simply a “hum- 
bug.” The “authentic records” purporting to 
confirm the kidnaping story Lang stigma- 
tizes as “worthless and impudent rubbish.” 

The strange career and actions of Kas- 
par Hauser have been, however, a subject 
of much curious speculation. To the pres- 
ent day the mystery hanging over his 
origin remains undispelled, and the whole 
affair is beset with such anomalies and 
contradictions that it is almost impossible 
to form even a well-grounded conjecture on 
the subject. 

Young Hauser appeared in 
of Nuremberg, between 4 and 5 o'clock In 
the afternoon of May 26, 1828, dressed in 
the garb of a peasant and with such a help- 
less and bewildered air that he attracted 
the attention of the passerby. He was ap- 
parently between 16 and 17 years, and had 
a letter addressed to the captain of the 
Sixth Regiment of Horse at Nuremberg. This 
letter stated that the boy was given into 
the custody of the writer, October 7, 1812, 
and that according to agreement he had 
instructed him in writing, reading and the 
Christian religion. 

Along with this letter was Inclosed an- 
other purporting to be written by the boy’s 
mother, stating that he was born April 309, 
1812, and that his father, formerly a cav- 
alry officer in the Sixth Regiment of Nurem- 
berg, was dead. He could speak very little 
and was almost totally ignorant, but he was 
able to write his name in firm, legible char- 
acters, but the only question he could an- 
swer as to his identity was that he was 
from Regensbure. 

The only nourishment he would take was 
bread and water, and he was seemingly ig- 
norant of outward objects. For some time 
he was detained in prison as a vagrant, but 
on the 18th of July, 1828 he was delivered 
over by the town authorities to the care 
of a schoolmaster. my ’

personality and conduct. His skin was very 
white, and his limbs delicately formed, his 
hands and feet being small and beautiful, 
showing no marks of his ever having worn 
shoes. Among his scanty articles of cloth- 
ing was a handkerchief marked “K. H.,” and 
he had likewise about him some written 
Catholic prayers. 

The poor boy soon became the object of 
much sympathy. Binder, a burgomaster, ex- 
erted himself, in particular, to throw some 
light on the obscurity in which the origin 
of the young man was involved. In the 
course of their conversation it was brought 


out that Kaspar, from his childhood, had 
worn only a shirt and trousers; that he 
had lived in a dark place underground, where 
he was unable to stretch himself out at 
full length; that he had been fed upon bread 
and water by a man who did not show him- 
self; but who clean-:d and dressed him while 
he was in a state of natural or artificial 
sleep.

stated that for some time before he 
brought to Nuremberg the man 
had come oftener to his dungeon, and had 
taught him to write by guiding his hand, 
and to lift his feet and walk. This nar- 
rative gave rise to various suppositions and 
rumors, some believing him to be of princely 
origin or the victim of some dark plot re- 
specting an inheritance. 

Then came the greatest of all the mys- 
tery connected wth the boy. On the i7th 
of October, 1829, he was found to have re- 
ceived a wound on the forehead, which, ac- 
cording to his own statement, had been in- 
flicted on him by a man with a blackened 
face. Having on this account been removed 
to the house of a magistrate he was vis- 
ited by Earl Stanhope, who become so in- 
terested in his history that he sent him, in 
1832, to Ansbach to be educated. 

His story was gradually forgotten until 
his death again made him the subject of 
attention, it having taken place under the 
following singular circumstances: A stranger 
under the pretext of bringing him a mes- 
sage from Lord Stanhope engaged to meet 
Hauser in the palace garden at 8 o'clock 
in the afternoon of the 14th of December, 
1833. The hapless youth was faithful to the 
rendezvous, but he had scarcely commenced 
to converse with the unknown emissary 
when the latter stabbed him in the left side 
and he fell mortally wounded. He had, how- 
ever, sufficient strength left to return home 
and relate the circumstances of his assassi- 
nation, and three days afterwards he died. 
Nothing beyond mere conjecture has ever 
been adduced regarding the mysterious Kas- 
par Hauser. 


Stories About Dreams.

Augustine records that a disciple 
his, having to lecture on Cicero's rhetorical 
books, was baffled by a certain passage.

Where Do the Taxes Gof 

total revenue of the state for 
1913 estimated by the comptroller 
general. Honorable William A. Wright, 
one of the most conservative and cap- 
able men that ever held: an office in 
Georgia, at $5,673,000. The appropria- 
tion to pensions is $1,180,000. .The ap- 
propriation to the common schools of 
the state is $2,500,000, exclusive of 
the appropriations made to those in- 
stitutions of higher learning fostered 
by the state.

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Some Localities Set Up a Law of Their

There exists in some localities a 
rule or custom among the people of

Up in Tennessee, on the road to 
Nashville, is a model little farm of 
450 acres, where a farmer is getting 
rich by raising grain that he feeds to 
cattle that he sells to the Atlanta 
market. And he lives in a mansion 


for a farm house! 

Down in Georgia are hundreds of 
farms of the same size and of equal 
or greater fertility, having no cattle 
to supply the demand of their own 
state, which barely make ends meet 
from year to year. Their owners have 
to borrow the money to get their 
crops to market. 

Far be it from the purpose of this 
article to say that Tennessee as a 
state is ahead of Georgia in farming, 
for such is not the case! Georgia has 
hundreds of farmers, though far from 
all, who are solving their problems as 
successfully as any farmer in Ten- 
nessee is solving his. jut the point 
to this particular case of a Tennessee 
farmer that should make all Georgians 
sit up and take notice is the fact that 
he is making his money by raising 
cattle and selling it to Atlanta. He 
is traveling a road to success that 
the hundreds of Georgia farmers are 
neglecting.

The love of adventure and the water, though, never left him, 


and the letters to his mother today read like a chapter from a novel. 
Many of Lieutenant Yeandle’s friends, perhaps, have not heard of him 


since the days when he was 


chasing oyster pirates: around the Carolina

when he was cruising off the Georgia 


and Florida seaboard in the Yamacraw, and are not aware that he is now 
on the other side of the world from Georgia and his friends in Atlanta. 

It was last February that he received orders detaching him from the 
Yamacraw and dispatching him to Seattle to join the Tahoma for a cruise 


in the Behring sea. 


Accordingly, early in April, he joined the Tahoma and set sail for Arctic 


waters. 


Away from the giddy whirl of society, autos and clubs, he says 


in his letters home, chat life is far different from what it was loafing lazily 
down the warm Atlantic coast, dropping in at this port and that, where 


friends were many and cozy good cheer flowed like wine. 


Nevertheless, he 


says that life is not bad out there, even though he does not find it necessary 


to ply the razor more than once every few months! 


there is Stephen .Yeandle happy. 


Here are some of the things, which, 
according to a recent letter, Lieuten- 
ant Yeandle is doing today: 

“J received my United States depu- 
ty marshal’s commission, ap- 
pointment as official photographer, 
besides feeding the crew, running the 
department store in the ship's can- 
teen, carrying on target practice and 
building a range, standing eight hours 
a day watch. I haven't much to do, 
and am studying wireless the 
Aleut language on the side.” 

In addition to this he finds time to 
run out and rescue sixty people from 
a wrecked ship and do various and 
sundry other interesting things, which 
he tells about in his letters to his 
mother. 

A few extracts from his betters will 
tell the story of the adventures of 
this Atlanta boy far better than any- 
thing I might write. 

Under the date of April 27, 1913, 
from the Northern Pacific ocean, 
came the first word from him after 
joining the Tahoma. 

The opening lines of his letter serve 
to give an idea of how far he is from 
gay civilized world to which you and 
J are accustomed: 

“Dearest Folks: By the time that 
this reaches you all the news it con-

Here is a touch of life in the north- 
ern seas: 

“Arrived at Unalaska, April 30, aft- 
er ten days at sea from Port Town- 
send, on Puget sound. Had the usual 
rough weather, with only a couple ‘of 
fine days during the entire trip. Just 
out of Cape Flattery, we passed out 
at midnight, the 20th, struck the 
(heavy north Pacific seas, and by 
'morning the ship was a mess, as we 
were loaded down with stores and 
| junk, and had quite a number of green 
‘men and Nearly all the hands 
beastly seasick. We plunged 
and bucked into head seas, with green

wonderful, but there were some for- 
ty, the school having 
taught and somehow, 
by natural grace, they could dance 
very well—all Indians, Russians and 
half-breeds. I can remember only a 
few names—Misses Sheisnikoff, Pav- 
loffsky and others, but it was funny 
‘o see our sailors dancing waltzes, 
schottishes and quadrilles with them. 
They were neatly and _ civilizedly 
dressed, except the chaperons, who 
clung to blankets and beads. You 
would have laughed at me dancing 
with some of the rather pretty but 
shy Russian belles. They are very 
good dancers, however.” 

Here is a sample of the startling 
rapidity with which mail is delivered 
in the northern seas: 

“The mail will go out in a week on 
the Dora, which is the small steamer 
which is famous in this country, as it 
is the only ship touching at any of 
the islands, and it comes over from 
Seward, Alaska, on the mainland 
once a month if the weather is pro- 
pitious. She is over thirty years old 
and has been wrecked, but saved aad 
repaired, time and again. She can 
make only six knots an hour, and in 
stormy weather can hardly make any 
headway at all, so our mail is slow 
and uncertain.”’ 

But a bit of adventure was 
ised. Here it is: 

“As we lay in the harbor, called 
Traders’ Cove, we received an ‘S. O. 
S.’ call by radio. A steamer had at- 
tempted to go through the pass after 
a 500-mile run through or down from 
Nome. She came through Unimak 
pass without being able to see land, 
then, being in error in their position 
by reckoning she piled up on the 
nasty reefs off Point Petrof, Sannak 
island, with a crash, going high up 
on the rocks and pounding to pieces 
in the breakers. She was the S. S. 
Yukon, a passenger liner from Nome 
to Seattle, and had some sixty people 
on board. 

“We came out through Isanotski 
Straits at full speed against a six-knot 
current, which boiled and

Most comforting to his mother must 
have been this line: 

“T have put on my 
wear!” 

Lieutenant Yeandle did not say in 
his letters whether or not the turkey 
trot was in vogue among the icebergs, 
but this one sort of dance they have 
up there that has not yet reached 
Atlanta: 

“On the night our arrival the

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Gossip of Georgians in the Metropolis 


(By R. S. Carraway, The Constitu- 
tion’s New York Bureau.) 

New York, August 23.—(Special.)— 
In view of ‘the division of opinion 
which still has been displayed this 
month, as to the probable course of 
American business affairs, and of 
American prosperity generally, this 
autumn, The New York Evening Post 
has made telegraphic inquiry from a 
number of merchants and financial 
correspondents all over the United 
States, as to just what their indivia- 
ual expectation is. Until a month ageu 
Predictions were generally gloomy. 
There was a wide spread belief that 
the tariff changes would seriously hurt 
the autumn trade. There was als 
Sreat uncertainty as to what would 
be the state of the money market— 
an uncertainty which, at one time. 
went so far as to cause prediction of 
another panic. 

The questions telegraphed by The 
Evening Post to interior merchants 
asked for a frank expression of opin- 
jon on the autumn outlook. The re- 
Plies indicate a strong consensus of 
opinion that the good points far over- 
top the bad, and that a prosperous 
season is ahead of us. 

John Silvey & Co., of Atlanta, sent 
this message: “Business outlook in 
Georgia is unusually good. We no- 
tice steady “improvement in trade at 
present, and we look for this to con- 
tinue during the fall. It is our opin- 
ion that the .corn crop and money 
market will not to any extent inter. 
fere with business in this section 
Crops have been made on an economi- 
cal basis. Secretary McAdoo’s offer t»% 
the banks of the south is very help- 
ful.” 7 

George W. Tideman. one of Savan 
nah’s largest merchants, had this t» 
Say: 

“In thissection the business out- 
look is exceedingly bright for fall 
business. The ‘eotton crop indicates 
a Yleld above normal, and {is of good 
quality. Most of our. farmers have 
made fairly good crops -of corn and 
oats, and are in ar position to pay 
their debts. Money in this section 
has been very tight all this year. 
Farmers and people generally have 
economized, and, in my opinion, after 
the marketing of this cotton crop. 
money conditions in this section will 


ease up very much.”’

Green mo.re ribbon is also used. 

The hat ip the upper right corner is an imported model of 
blue satin with an elongated back brim and short visor front, 
trimmed -with a circlet of black paradise graduating from short 
front flues to long ones curling over the back brim. An aigrette is 
posed at the back of the crown. 

The next model is a small roll brim sailor with mustard 
color striped ostrich feathers crossed on the top and front of crown. 

The last hat on this page is an elongated black velvet toque 


trimmed simply but effectively with a double curled pheasant quill, 
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HE millinery for this Autumn and Winter can be best de. 
scribed as chic, for while the hats are not particularly 
striking when viewed off the head, what a change when 
they are worn! But what a lot depends on the way they 

are placed on their wearers, for even the most beautiful may be 
made to look ridiculous, while the plainest may be transformed 
into something quite smart and coquettish. 

The hat in the upper left corner is a semi-dressy model of 
cream and brown satin with shirred satin drapery, and double 
wings, one drooping over the back brim, the other curving over 
the high crown of this English walking shape. 

The hat below it is a black velvet toque with elongated back 
brim, in the curve of which nestles a beautiful paradise tree, the 
new shape for the Fall. 

The lower model is of berry red velour, with a high crown, 
and narrow roll brim. An ostrich fancy in a darker shade shoots 


from the edge of the left side brim. 
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
